How to store B:C-S Typed by #86 Malcolm Dewar 


Storage is one of the first problems encountered with any 


new hobby. Once a collector accumulat’s a large amount of 
cards what does he do with them? With business cards it's 
€asyt Many coupantes provide a business card caddy book 


for their employees to hold a few hundred cards for business 


contacts. These caddys are also avatlable at most office 
Supply and stationery stores. Depending on the quantity of 
cards you want to store they can cost from 4 S,%5which will 
hold about /2? cards front to back or up to $yo,gswhich will 
hold Zo0 cards. These stores also offer busines. card file 
boxes with index tabs that hold about 1000 cards each and 
cost about $3.95. 


Another favorite metnoi used by business card collectors 
is to use baseball card holders. Commonly used to store 
buséball cards they are perfectly suited to store business 
curds. The holders measure 9$" x 11$" and hold 9 cards on 
each side or 18 cards totul. These holders are good for 
storage and have three fioles so they will fit into 3-ring 
binders. They also make for an excellent way to display 
your cards. 


Not so fancy but just as effective are cardboard boxes or 4 
regular shoe box. With these it's best to make your own 
index tabs to separate by categories. 


It is recommended that collectors stay away from putting 
rubber bands around cards as the band often cuts th edges 
of the cards leaving a tear or a bend in the card. Also if 
the rubber band 1s too tight, 1t will distort the entire 
pack of cards. 


Piper clips should also be avoided.
